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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the claims to clarify the present invention. 

As now presented. Claim 1, the only independent claim of the present application is to a 
harness protector that has a wire harness, with a harness protector main body for accommodating the 
wire harness in the cxirvcd shape. A firiction member^ that has a resilient protoiding part thereon, is 
provided that only tempordiily contacts with the holds the wire harness in the harness protector tnain 
body. Such an arrangement is not taught in the reference cited. 

In the Office Action, Claims 1-3 and 5-9 were rejected as being anticipated under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) by a newly cited reference Doshila ei al..(US 2002 0005014 Al) and Claim 4 was rejected 
as obvious under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) in view of that reference. Reconsideration and removal of the 
rejections are respectfully requested in view of the present amendment to Claim 1 and the following 
remarks. 

In the Office Action, it is alleged that the ref^ence shows a harness protector for a wire 
hamess (86) in a main body (81) that accommodates the wire harness in a curved shape. Referring 
to Figure 13 of the reference, the Office Action alleges that a Motion member (88) is provided for 
only temporarily contacting with and holding the wire hamess in the main body. 

A study of Figure 13 and the description thereof on pages 8 ad 9 of ihe publication does Aiot, 
Applicants believe, suggest the interpretation alleged in the Office Action. It appears that tiie friction 
member 88 is always in contact with the wire hamess 86- This friction member appears to represent 
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the spring 14 of the present claimed invention and does not correspond, at all, lo friction member 



In addition, the fiiction member 6 of the present claimed harness protector has a resitieat 
protmding part 7 for the temporary holding of the wire harness, as now specified in amended Claim 
1. Such a feature is completely absent from the reference. 

In view of the present amendment to the claims and the above remarks. Applicants' Claims 
1-9 are believed to be patentable and early allowance thereof is respectfully requested.
